ONTARIO AND 
CUCAMONGA 


Keeping 
| 


It’s timely to look at the 
situation between Ontario and 
Cucamonga. 

Several months ago, an in- 
formal meeting was held with 
representatives of Cucamon- 
ga and Ontario councilmen 
in attendance. Cucamonga 
has a special fire district and 
a water district, boundaries 
of which are jealously guard- 
ed by leaders in the foothill 
community. 

A major food store wanted 
to build on a site within the 
Cucamonga district — and 
Ontario councilmen and the 
builders wanted the site to 
be within the Ontario city 
limits. So, by agreement, Cu- 
camongans said they would 
not object to the slight change 
in their boundaries provided 
Ontario councilmen would 
agree not to annex any more 
of Cucamonga territory. for 
18 months. Hand shakes sup- 
posedly cemented the infor- 
mal agreement. 

The latest chapter in the 
situation is that two of the 
Ontario councilmen present 
at the Cucamonga-Ontario 
meeting have ignored 
that agreement. Thus 20 a- 
cres more of Cucamonga 
land is scheduled to be an- 
nexed to Ontario. C. E. Pet- 
erson, former mayor, and 
Roy Case, are the council- 
men who voted for the recent 
annexation. Mike Kelber, who 
was also at the Cucamonga 
meeting, is standing by his 
pledge and voted against the 
annexation. So did Mayor 
Chas. Latimer. John Cooper, 
another councilman, howev- 
er, joined with Peterson and 
Case, thus the annexation 
move prevails. 

From time to time some 
Ontario spokesmen suggest 
the idea of Ontario and Up- 
land getting together on some 
kind of a_ unification plan. 
When such suggestions are 
made, it is well to recall 
some of the things that go 
on within the Ontario city 
hall.

Freeway Route Possible June | 
Topic Of Hiway Commission 


Early consideration of a 
“Foothill” freeway routing for 
the relocating of 5.4 miles of 
state sign route 30 in and east 
of Upland, in the area of 19th 
St., is scheduled by the Cali- 
fornia Highway commission. 
The freeway route is due for 
attention at the June session 
of the commission: 

State Highway Engineer G. 
T. McCoy has recommended 
a route which would parallel 
the. existing highway just to 
the north from Mountain Ave. 
in west Upland to Archibald 
Ave. in Cucamonga, then 
swing slightly further north 
‘to connect with Highland Ave. 
at Haven Ave. The present 
highway follows 19th St. and 
Highland Ave. No route for 
the freeway through Clare- 
mont has_ been. adopted. 

The recommended route, 
McCoy told the Commission, 


would eliminate two right 
angle turns at\ Haven Ave., 
reversing curves at Ramona 
Ave. and dips at Hermosa 
and Carnelian Streets. 


‘McCoy aiso. told the Com- 
mission that’ the recommended 
route follows the general rout- 
ing indicated. by the master 
street plan of the City of Up- 
land and master plan of high- 
ways adopted. by San Bernar- 
dino ‘county. He said the re- 
commended location would 
minimize disturbance to ex- 
isting property and effect a 
Satisfactory crossing of Cuca- 
monga wash. 

A putlic meeting called. by 
the Division: of Highways was 
held in Upland, Nov. 10, 1955, 
at which possible routings 
were discussed. A second pub- 
lic meeting was held in Alta 
Loma on :April 23, 1956; at 
which suggestions made at the 


first public meeting were dis- 
cussed, 


Subsequently the board of 
supervisors of San Bernardino 
county and Upland city coun- 
cil adopted resolutions stat- 
ing. that a public hearing on 
the matter by the Commis- 
sion was neither necessary nor 


| desirable, 


Plans of the Division of 
Highways: call for the con- 
struction of a four-lane free- 
way on the section of high- 
way for which a_ freeway 
route will be considered. Pro- 
vision would be made for an 
ultimate eight lanes. On the 
recommended route the cost 
is estimated at approximately 
$6,900,000 for the initial. four 
lanes, including rights of way. 
Start of construction would 
depend on the availability of 
future state highway funds.

“Off for Alaska dgain next 
fall will be John Belcher, 62, 
Upland’s big-game hunter who 
has bagged every species of 
big game in North America 
since his retirement from _ac- 





tive citrus ranching eight 
years ago. This fall, Mr. Bel- 
cher will hunt: for a record 
moose to add to his trophy 
collection of big game. 


Before he leaves, however, 


sometime in July, the Up- 
lander. will let the public. see 
the realization of one of his 
fondest dreams — a handsome 
trophy room for the collection 
in’ a spacious: wing added to 
his home at the- northeast cor- 
ner of llth St. and Second 
Ave. 


Beyond a wailed garden; an 
entry will admit visitors to 
the new trophy room, expen- 
sively ‘done in a masculine 
motif. including beamed ceil- 
ing, paneling, huge brick fire- 
place and sturdy maple furni- 
ture. : 

But the visitor’s ‘eye will 
not linger long on these fine, 
appointments, attractive as 
they are, for they. will be 
drawn to the mounted trophies 
of big’ game killed by. John 
Belcher, and the wall murals 
behind each display, the work 
of an Ontario artist’ and sign 
painter, Mrs. Esther Wright. 
A setting duplicating the’ na- 
tural habitat: of «each of: the 
mounted ‘animal trophies has 
been painted by Mrs. Wright 
on three wall areas of the

Opening of ‘the trophy room 
awaits the arrival of the tro- 
phy bagged by Mr. Belcher 
this ‘spring on his trip to the 
arctic region — a white polar 
bear, ‘the 16th largest ‘on re- 
cord since 1880. The ‘polars 
are judged by their skull’ meas- 
urements and Mr., Belcher’s 
prize measured 16 in. tong 
and 10 in. wide. The bear was 
shot at .Point Hope on’ the 
Bering sea, and will join: Mr. 
Belcher’s grizzly bear trophy. 
He still hopes to add a brown 
Kodiak bear to the collection. 

‘Murals in the new. trophy 
room will create ‘considera- 
ble. interest in Mrs. Wright, 
who in overalls and carefully 
coiffed hairdo spent consider- 
able time during March and

You are going to the polls next Tuesday, of course. 


You are going to elect a new county clerk for the 
first time in many years. Likewise, a new head of the 
county school department will be chosen for the first 
time in recent history. In other contested positions it is 
not likely any candidate will receive enough of a 
m@jority to win in the primaries. The general election 
in November will be the time of decision for other 
county arid state positions. 


COUNTY CLERK — Two capable persons are seek- 
ing the position being vacated by Harry L. Allison, 
who has been in the courthouse for upwards of half 


a century. He is retiring. 


V. Dennis Wardle, a deputy county clerk, and 
Jack T. Felton, who is San Bernardino city clerk, are 
the two candidates. one receiving the highest vote 
will be elected June 3 without having to be a candi- 
date in November. Both men are qualified but our 
recommendation is for Mr. Wardle, who has proven 
his ability in the courthouse and who is unusually 
conscientious and eager to serve well. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS — For- 
tunately, two well qualified men are seeking the posi- 
tion long held by Col. C. Burton Thrall, who is re- 
tiring after devoting much energy and ability in aiding 
the administration of the school system. 


One of the issues, of course, concerns the ques- 
tion; should there be a change in leadership? It is 
more or less presuméd that the election of Roy C. Hill, 
assistant to Mr. Thrall, would mean the continuance 
of the same policies. Dr Laurence E. McLaughlin, who 
has been very energetic in administering a community 
educational program in San Bernardino city, would 
undoubtedly inject changes and new ideas in the 
educational department. His principal supporters be- 
lieve there should be some changes. 


This newspaper recommends the election of Mr. 
Hill. 

The name of Ernest R. Camfield, formerly of Up- 
land, will be on the ballot but he has withdrawn, soa 
complimentary vote for him will have no bearing in 
choosing between the two capable candidates active- 
ly seeking the position. 


COUNTY ASSESSOR — Here again are qualified 
candidates, especially Elmer C. Jertberg and John H. 
Bevis, both of whom are at present high up in the 
assessor's office. Mr. Jertberg, who incidentally lives 
in Chino, is the county supervising appraiser. Mr. 
Bevis is the chief deputy assessor. 


Six other candidates are on the ballot and it is 
unnlikely none will receive enough votes to be elected 
next Tuesday. The two top candidates will then be 
on the. November ballot. Our vote on Thursday will be 
for Mr. Jertberg. 


COUNTY AUDITOR — Mrs. Jocelyn M. Box, assist- 
ant county auditor, is the outstanding candidate of the 
three persons seeking this position. 


COUNTY SUPERVISOR — Indications are that the 
leading contenders for this position are two men from 
this area; Richard G. Manley of Upland and John 
Ingalls of Alta Loma. While we have a very high re- 
gard for Mr. Ingalls, we choose Mr. Manley for our 
representation in the courthouse. 


ASSEMBLYMAN — Dan Mikesell, who distinguish- 
ed himself as a county supervisor, is seeking the Re- 
publican nomination for assemblyman. Eugene G. 
Nisbet, former Upland mayor and the Democratic in- 
cumbent, is seeking reelection. 


The June 3 election is merely a warm up for the 
finals in November. Each will receive the nomination 
of his own party, unless some voting miracle occurs. 

Likewise, the race for state senator between Sena- 
tor Raymond Gregory and Democrat Stanford Shaw, 
will not be really held until November. 


A special measure on the ballot asks the voters’ 
approval of establishing the office of county purchas- 
ing agent.
